Old Interests Romftin, 


It is stated that Philadelphia and 


other tlnancial interests already Iden- 
tified -with the local traction enter- 
prise will not only remain, but th.it 
Randall Morgan, who has been the 
largest financial figure In the present 
company, will invest additional capi- 
tal in the project along with th* Ni>w 
York and Boston gentlemen, who are 
allying themselves with the local prop- 
erty.

Deny Terminal Rumor*. 


Henry C. Paul in a statement to The 


Sentinel today declared that there is 
absolutely not the shadow of founda- 
tion for rumors that in connection 
with the company reorganization a-e- 
tton had been taken regarding a new 
terminal station for Fort Wayne. 


"Nobody has purchased a foot of 
round for terminal station purposes, 


nobody has been authorized to even 
attempt to secure an option upon any- 
real estate, and the matter of a ter- 
minal station in Fort Wayne has not 
even been discussed as a part of the 
Immediate plans of the tra-ction com- 
pany. We realize, of course, that in 
all probability a terminal station will 
become a necessity in the course of a 
few years, but we are taking abso- 
lutely no steps in that direction now," 
said Mr. Paul.

ABUSE OF PEARY. 


Captain Robert E. Peary may not be a gracious or 


lovable man, but he is not the sort who can he de- 
scribed as a faker. In about everything Peary is the 
opposite of that. The verbal assault of Congressman 
Macon in a speech in the house upon Captain Peary 
was in nowise a credit to the Arkansaw member. The 
pole-finder came out of the north showing a very un- 
generous spirit and in, a frame of mind that may be 
called ugly, but with abundant excuse for the way he 
felt and for what he said. Peary had been long gone 
from civilization, had suffered the indescribable hard- 
ships of a polar trip and had been subjected to the 
strain of conditions in the polar regions which all ex- 
plorers of the arctic have agreed set the human mind 
more or less topsy turvy. 
Moreover, Peary had 


achieved the goal of many years of (cndeavor and had 
won as he believed and as is undoubtedly true, com- 
plete' title to distinction of the sort. When he came 
down Avithin touch of the world the first thing he 
heard was that a rival was claiming priority of hon- 
ors. 
Peary seems to have learned something of the 


plans of Dr. Cook while coming down from the pole 
and took measures to circumvent them, as later events 
disclosed. 
His suffering, his bumping into fore- 


handed rivalry, his own conscientious belief in his 
achievement after so many.years of fighting for the 
pole, his disappointment, the acclaim and the honors 
bestowed on Dr. Cook and no doubt the sight of the 
doctor going ahead of him.to ready touch with the easy 
money all united to bring him home in any but a gen- 
erous or magnanimous frame of mind. Dr. Cook may 
have reached the pole or have come near it. He may 
have had a mere delusion he did, as he admits. 
But 


to denounce Captain Peary a "faker" is uncorjr.ionly 
silly,- even .for the swashbuckler from Arkansaw. The 
"American attitude of reserve toward Peary has been 
due -wholly to what seemed to be his ungenerous treat- 
ment of Dr. Cook, not to any doubt that he had 
reached the pole as he claimed. As an. American Con- 
gressman Macon makes out a poor case for himself. 
Whatever it may,amount to as a scientific achievement, 
the conquest of the pole will be one of America's great 
historic distinctions through the centuries. 


'ANNEXING 
CANADA. 


'Annexation of Canada to the United States is an 


old .jdream. It 
p began a century and a quarter ago 


when it was fully realized that the American negotia- 
tors of the treaty of Paris had let,slip away half the 
continent that might just as well have been included 
in the cessions by Great Britain. 
Since then there has 


been more or less sentiment and agitation for annex- 
ation on both sides of the border, but .more on this 
side than on the other. The annexation question is 
having a fresh period of effervescence, due to the con- 
troversy over the trade agreement President Taft and 
th Canadian commissioners have negotiated. 
Some 


ill-timed jocosity and some.well designed expedients 
have given rise to misgiving in both Canada and 
Great Britain of the ultimate American purpose.,There 
is no reason to question that any plebiscitary test of 
sentiment in this country would disclose a vast ma- 
jority in favor of annexation. Ttere is perhaps less 
annexation 
sentiment in 
Canada 
than 
formerly. 


Growth and prosperity .of the older parts and develop- 
ment of the mighty grain empire of the northwest 
may well give Canadians dreams of national greatness 
as the United States of British America and not as 
Canada, U. S. A. It is disturbing of course to find an- 
nexation sentiment on this side cropping out.in reso- 
lutions to'begin negotiations and exploding in speeches 
of our leading statesmen. 
Great Britain has , no 


thought of letting go of the vast empire that is bound- 
ed by three oceans. 
When Canadians cut loose from 


the mother country it will be doubtless to shift for 
themselves as we did. We never can have any excuse 
but military necessity to seize Canada and that neces- 
sity may never develop. The .fact that hundreds of 
thousands of farmers from "the States"' have been 
crossing over to the great grain field? of the Canadian 
northwest may in time have effect on the attitude of 
Canadians toward annexation, but for the present no 
one is thinking nor will serious people for a good 
while come to think of annexation as a developing fact 
or even a probable contingency. 


RIVER 
IMPROVEMENTS. 


The City Beautiful propaganda whereof the preach- 


ing began about two years ago soon will show some 
fruitage. 
The river front improvement commission 


before long expects to have definite working plans for 
inauguration of the first and most essential part of any 
scheme of city beatification. 
We question if any 


very considerable number of Fort Wayne people real- 
ize the magnitude of the work to be undertaken or 
what it will mean, when completed, to the city. This 
is the natural indifference of the multitude to the thing 
it cannot sec. So far there has been merely talk and 


print and about the city beautiful. Now has come the 
time when something is to be done. This will stir the 
community to real interest and before work has pro- 
gressed to great length \ve believe there will be a gen- 
eral enthusiasm here for what it is proposd ultimately 
to accomplish. 
The river improvement commission 


will deal with a work of more than esthetic import- 
ance. It will have to do with work of the utmost con- 
cern to every consideration of public cleanliness and 
public health. We have no general concern of more 
vital moment than the sanitary condition of the three 
streams within the city. These should be made clean and 
kept clean on their embankments and in their channels. 
This can be done in such way as not only to promote 
cleanliness but to make the streams and their embank- 
ments the greatest beauty asset Fort Wayne can pos- 
sess. To bring this about is the task of the new river 
commission. Its work ought to interest every person 
in Fort Wayne. 
The proposals should stir genuine 


enthusiasm and cause every one to think liberally up- 
on the "great project of making the rivers of Fort 
Wayne clean and beautiful. 
Rivers as open sewers 


and their banks as vast stretches of garbage and re- 
fuse dumps are a menace and a disgrace. 


The additional reason why Senator Lorimcr should

That ought to satisfy the 


carpers who insist on knowing something of the who 
and why of buying democratic legislators at $1,000 per 
head for use as the main supports of a republican 
senatorial candidacy in Illinois.

And so it was with this brave-heart- 


ed and devoted Cincinnati wife and 
mother. 


But the'husband kept drinking up 


his wages and -his' money went to fat- 
ten the purses of the brewers and sa- 
loonkeepers instead of bringing com- 
fort to the'littie wife he pledged him- 
Belf to love and cherish.

finally had to give up trying to keep 
house, placed, her baby in the day nurs-

It is Interesting arra profitable to 


note the effect upon the spiritual con- 
dition of the churches of the voting out 
of the saloons in the towns of Ohio. 
As chairman of the state committee on 
'evangelistic work of the Presbyterian 
church in Ohio, I am in a position to 
note the results from this point of 
view. 


Having made a careful study of the 


accessions on confession of faith .in 
the Presbyterian churches durinj the 
past two years, in which time many of 
the towns and counties of Ohio have 
banished the saloon, I can submit facts 
and figures which show conclusively 
that instead of heeding the cry, "The 
church should attend to spiritual mat- 
ters

"Preachers should keep out of poli- 
tics."'etc., as the liquor people have 
been frantically howling, the churches

' certainly, effectively or quickly than 
to lead a campaign to close the sa- 
loon. 


Marked .Increase in Member*. 


In almost every case where the sa- 


loons have been voted out a marked 
increase in the number of persons re- 
ceived on confession of faith in Jesus 
Christ has followed. So far as the 
Presbyterian church la concerned, an 
examination of our records during the 
past two years will show this. The 
two Presbyteries which almost doubled 
the number of accessions during the 
church year, from April 1, 1909, to 
April 1, 1910, over the year before, are 
Presbyteries embracing territory al- 
most all of which became "dry" terri- 
tory in September ot 1908.

church received 78 persons and Ports- 
mouth, Second, 118; Marlon First, 135, 
and Marion, Lee street (a small mis- 
sion church) 32; Dennison, 80; Green- 
field, 103; Plain City, 70.

There are some evident -reasons for 
these facts. 
An effect can -always be 


traced back to the cause. Where the 
saloons have their influence with their 
grip upon a large number of men the 
churches cannot reach. 


Will Not Mix. 


Religion and whisky, prayer1 and beer 


will not mix. Drinking men keep wo- 
men and children away from church 
through shame, fear, poverty and want 
of heart. 
Many a woman says, "I 


haven't the heart to go to church when 
my husband is drinking; he doesn't 
want us to go-to church;-and I will not 
go to church because my children and 
myself cannot dress as well as oth-

The transformation of a sick, broken- 


down clergyman, entering his forties, 
and in the incipient stages of tubercu- 
losis, to a man of health a.nd vigor and 
untold helpfulness to the community 
is the present day miracle told in the 
life story of Henry Wallace, of Iowa, 
the new president of the National Con- 
servation congress. 


Today, at 75, the Iowa farmer and 


editor, healthy, and as strong and as 
active, both mentally and physically, 
as he was 20 years ago. is held up 
by his friends as a fine example of 
what can be done in the line of hu- 
man conservation. That no one could 
have 
merited 
the recognition given 


him at the great gathering at St. Paul 
the first week of September more than 
he. is the view of "Tama Jim" Wilson, 
secretary of agriculture; Senators t>ol- 
liver and Cummins, and hundreds of 
others of his life-long: friends. 


Mr. Wallace's story is simple, and as 


told by his friends shows that what he 
has done in the line of conservation 
of health, others may do. Born on a 
farm in Westmoreland counts'. Fa., in 
1836. 
he was educated for the ministry 


in the United Presbyterian church, antl 
during the ten years, from 1S66 to 1876 
he preached in Illinois and Towa. 
Tu- 


bercular trouble ran in 
the 
family 


and from it he lost seven of his broth- 
ers and sisters, not 
one of whom 


reached the ape of 30 year?. 


Gave Up Pastorate. 


The family phycU-ian said that the 


minister, who was then approaching 
middle as«. seemed destined to so the 
way of the. rest unless he immediately 
sought an out-door life, A child of the 
farm and retaining a sincere love of 
agriculture after growing In manhood, j 
Mr. Wallace save up his pastorate, and 
again turned to the soil, purchasing 
a number of farms in Western Iowa, 
putting in his time driving from one 
to the othrr and giving them his close 
personal supervision. Early In the SO's 
he began writinc on farm topics, and 
finally became editor of an agricultural 
paper. His work attracted widespread 
attention throughout the middle west, 
and 
soon 
lie became.a force In the. 


movement for bettering conditions on 
the farm. In 1S!>5. with his sons. H. C. 
and J. P. Wallace, he established Wal- 
lace's Farmer, n publication which has 
worked with iho motto. "Good farming, 
clear thinking, right living." 


The Iowa ii editor was one of th 


first, If not the first, to put in practice 


the special train of ideas, as relating 
to agriculture, "corn specials," as they 
ire sometimes called. 
This 
was in 


.896, when, in company with dairying j 
and agricultural experts, he made a 
trip through his state for the purpose 
of stimulating an interest in dairying 
throughout Iowa.

Unsolicited. 


His appointment by 
former presi-f 


dent Roosevelt as a member

ountry Life commission came unso- j 


licited. and was entirely unexepected. | 
He knew nothing about the movement, 
to create a commission until one day 
he received a letter from the white 
house requesting that he serve as a 
member.

The Healthy Horn*. 


The healthy home must have plenty 


of'light and air—too much shade is 
bad as it keeps the entire house damp 
and unwholesome. . The home should 
stand separate from all other buildings, 
so that light and air can enter from 
every point of the compass. 


There should be under the home a 


well-kept, clean basement or cellar. 
No part of the house should rest on 
the ground nor should any dark or 
unventilated cellar be allowed. If ap- 
portion of the house is unprovided 
ivith a cellar a. free air space should

Text—Job 1:0: "Then Satan answered the Lord a.nd said, Doth Job f«-ar God for naught."

IDr. Eaton Is pastor ot the Madison Ave- 
nue Baptist Church, Mew York. This 
sermon Is reprinted from The Christian 
Herald.] 
The opening chapters ot the book of 


Job furnish us with the lesson of the 
hour. It is almost needle»s to say 
that this is a very wonderful book- 
wonderful In its poetic passion; won- 
derful In its grasp upon ami inter- 
pretation of the deep Impulses, mo- 
tives and powers of human nature; 
still more wonderful in its view of 
God and his government.of men; and 
most wonderful of all In that large, 
reconciling conception of human life 
which makes it possible for those who 
understand ft> live in the midst ot the 
contradictions and darkness ot this 
world bravely, gladly, faithfully, fac- 
ing the end without fear, and trust- 
ing always In God. 


Th6 appearancB 
of 
the 
devil In 


heaven is In Itself a notion—apart 
from any consideration as to its being 
a fact—of such 'audacity, such re- 
markable originality, such penetration 
of concept 
as to 
distinguish this 


drama from all other writings In the 
world. The devil is pictured as ap- 
pearing at the council table of God. 
He seems to be well known In heav- 
en, showing that he and his worlts 
constitute a recognized part of the 
moral machinery of the universe. 


The Force of Evil Suggestion. 


Nowadays we think we have dis- 


missed the devil from our life con- 
ceptions. 
It has not made- any Im- 


provement In the world that I can 
see. 
Men are Just as sinful as they 


were before we got rid of the devil. 
They suffer Just as much, and malign 
suggestions to evil come from some-, 
where to all men. Just as they always 
have. I am not going to argue for the 
existence of the devil. I would much 
rather try to argue him out of ex- 
istence If It were possible. I wish I 
could believe he did not exist; but 
there are so many things In life, so 
many disappointments In one's 
own 


nature, so many subtle, -unexpected, 
Intangible yet intelligible happenings 
that can hardly be explained, except 
by reference, to a malign spirit, that 
I am old-fashioned enough to think 
there is somebody—call him by any 
name 
you 
please—Interfering with, 


and spoiling the works of God and 
men- 


I used to know a. delightful crank 


—one among many—who had as his 
motto: 
"I suggest suggestion."

• deadly dangerous It Is to be possessed 


with one idea. 
A man might as well 


be possessed with the devil as to be 
possessed with one idea, even though 
that- idea be a good one; because this 
world 'is so complex, and ideas are so 
Interlaced one with the other, that' 
unless you can see more ttan on* 
spot in the picture, you might as well 
be blind; unless you can hear more 
than one accent in the voice of God, 
you do not hear the voice of God at 
all: unless you have room in your 
nature for more than one truth, you

alted position and his vast resources, 
looks past God and hear- n voice pay- 
ing to him:

die." and straightway 
becomes a fool.

Where does all this come from? Who 


has led American Christians to believe 
it more important that they and their 
children should understand the ways 
of polite society, than that they should 
he right with God? 
These "are the 


facts. I believe that they come from 
beneath. 
Tha same suggestion that 


Satan put into the minds of our first 
parents he Is today breathing Into the 
willing hearts or men everywhere. That 
is why men drift away from the church. 
The devil suggests to them that they 
had better stay home from 
prayer 


meeting and go to the theater, and 
they do It; that they had better taste. 
at least one draught from the cup of 
this world, and they do it. Once they 
have given themselves over to that 
suggestion they become with Incredible 
and appalling swiftness alienated from 
God. 


The Cynicism of Satin. 


Now, when the devil tried this on 


God, It was different from trying it on 
man. True to his own nature, the cyni- 
cism of Satan is one of the most mar- 
velous spectacles In the universe. He 
seems t0 be absolutely without faith in 
God. 
as he is without faith In man. 


When he appeared In the councils of 
heaven, and God asked him what he 
had been doing, he replied that he had 
just been attending to business, run- 
ning up and down. God asked him if 
l™ had not noticed Job, and Satan said: 
"Yes, I have seen Job. But cut down 
his dividends, and see how good a be- 
liever Job will be. Does Job serve God 
for naught?" It the devil's suggestion 
at that point is universally true, your 
ilfe and mine becomes the blankest ab- 
surdity and disappointment that even 
the devil could conceive. The moment 
you admit that there Is nothing in this 
world of disinterested goodness, you 
make this world the creation of some 
devil. It belongs to him, and Is go- 
Ing to him as fast as possible. 
After 


the devil had his way with Job's prop- 
erty, and had been proven a liar, he 
said: 
"All that a man hath will he 


Siva for his life. 
Put -his life In my 


hands, and I'll show you." 


Young men and women, you are Just 


beginning your career. Some of us who 
are older and have learned in the bitter 
ichool of experience, do not, perhaps, 
need this teaching; but it may save 
you much If you accept this thought: 
When the devil tells-you that no man 
will serve God except tor the gain that 
is in it for him, believe that he is tell- 
ing a lie of infinite depth and black- 
ness. If you want evidence other than 
the word of God itself, look about you. 
Does no one do anything except for 
what he can get out of it? Tonight at 
midnight in this city the telephone of 
a physician will ring. A little child is 
sick down there In the alley, in some 
little slum lodging place, and this great 
physician, who has a prominent posi- 
tion, and receives large pay when he 
goes to wait upon those who have the 
means to pay him, will get up from his 
bed and 
go out Into the deserted 


streets: he will climb those filthy, reek- 
ing, creaking stairs and sit beside that 
babe till morning, and half ot tomor- 
row, 
if it be necessary, ministering to 


that poor little child with his large skill 
and fidelity, as if he were to receive a 
thousand dollars at the end of his call. 
There are. scores of physicians in this 
city and thousands in the civilized 
world doing Just this every day. Fol- 
lowing the physician into the home, is 
the nurse. There are men who are in 
the medical profession simply and sole- 
ly fo'r the money; but they aro not tho 
best physicians. There are nurses that 
are hirelings; but no physician will 
have 
them twice. 
There 
may be 


preachers who are in the ministry for 
money; but the true minister of Jesus 
gives daily that which no money can 
measure or buy. 
What Sincere, Loving Service Means. 


four mother, who sat by you week 


in and week out, when you had that 
desperate.illness as a child, did she do 
it for what there was in It for her? 
Tour wife, who swore solemnly at the 
altar to take you for better or worse, 
when your fortune left you, and you 
went down into poverty, and she went 
with you, did she do it for what there 
was In it for her? Did she not do It 
for you. and to keep her plighted troth? 
You. when you swore to your own hurt, 
as men do sometimes, was it for what 
there was In it for you? When, be- 
cause you believed in the right, you re- 
fused to become party to a crooked 
transaction that would have broue-ht 
money into your coffers, did you do that 
because of what there was in it for 
you? 
I refuse to believe the devil's 


cynicism, that the love of money is one 
controlling and prevailing motive in 
ail activities of, men. 
It is prominent 


and powerful: and selfishness, enlight- 
ened -and unenlightened, is one of the 
most profound motives of human na- 
ture: but 1 refuse to believe that the 
devil told the truth when he suggested 
that Job—and all the rest of the world 
therefore-—was serving God for gain. 


Nor will mery give everything they 


have In the world for their live?. 'l 
have a friend, a very great surgeon, one 
ot the greatest. A telegram came to 
him that a poor old woman up in the 
country was stricken with a terrible 
case of blood poisoning. He tiok the 
train and went up to that cottage, lie 


cording to the devil, that man ought tc 
have been pleading with those doc-tors'1 
to save his life, nut he was thinking 
of other lives. Think of the soldiers 
who have proved the devil to be a liar 
when he said: "All that a man hath 
will ho give for his lift-." 
The un- 


marked graves of countless battlefields 
prove th;u there arc many things for 
which a man will give his life. Some 
of us have children. Is there a mother 
Or father here who. If it were neces- 
sary, would not die for their children? 
Life Is precious, but manhood and wo- 
manhood arid honor nnd self-respect 
nnd freedom aiirl love are 
Infinitely 


more precious. 
The devil lied. 
He 


always does, and always will, and tho 
pity of it Is that we 'believe his lies 
so often. 


• Now. I must call your attention to 
two great teaching* of this passage. 
The first Is that In th» case of Job we 
have Illustrated the idea that goodness 
Is supposed to bo- followed by happi- 
ness, and badness hy unhappinp.ss. In 
Job's case goodness was followed by 
unhapplness. 


Our answer Is this: Taken, now, in 


any given day. it sterns true that good 
men aro oft™ unhappy and bud men 
often very happy. But life Is not ono 
day. 
Life is an eternity: nnd taken 


in the large, as it is done In the first 
Psalm, it is true thnt goodness eventu- 
ates itx rejoicing nnd badness In sor- 
row. 


Another teaching is that unbought 


love is the last of all moral issues. 
Gort loves us, not for what we can do 
for him, or give him; he loves us be- 
cause he himself is love. It Is un- 
boiig-ht. 
He loves the. sinner. 
I be- 


lieve that at one time, he loved the 
devil, and was exceedingly sorry to see 
him fall from his high estate in the 
councils of eternity. God loves you and 
me, although we may have never given 
him a thought in our life. 
He loves 


us when we are good; he loves us 
when we are bad; lie loves us when. 
we succeed and when we fail, not be- 
cause of these accidents in our experi- 
ence, but because he Is our Father; 
because God is love, and ho Is true to 
his own nature. Now, wo love God for 
exactly the same reason. "Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy soul, ami with 
all thy mind, and with all thy strength, 
and thy neighbor as thyself" is the 
command. 
No man, .apparently, can 


bo commanded into loving; yet that is 
the very essence and test of moral ex- 
istence. Life is not ideas or opinions. 
It is love! You might as well thrust' 
a farthing candle against the noonday 
sun, 
as to put your little argumenta- 


tions, against eternal truth for their 
Illumination. 


There Is only one thing that makes 


any difference between us and other 
men. 
That is, do we love? I .do 'not 


mean those who love us, for even the 
publicans do that.

On hear-

mourned greatly and took upon him- 
self repentance and humbled himself 
before God. In his mercy, God, for a 
season, withheld the sword of Judg- 
ment from Ahab, but tho measure of 
Jezebel's Iniquities was full and her 
fate was terrible, as we shall read. 


The Selfishness of Ahab. 


The greatest drawback In the char- 


acter of Ahab was his selfishness. This 
was his worst trait and the one which 
he allowed to.master him and govern 
his actions. 
This selfishness grew up 


with him. As the son of a king he 
lacked nothing, he had plenty of every- 
thing, consequently the noxious weeds 
of self-indulgence »nd self-gratifica- 
tion flourished luxuriantly in the gar- 
den of luxury. He exercised, no Belt- 
control over his inordinate tendencies, 
did not try to put a curb on his un- 
lawful desires, but wanted t.o gratify 
his naturfl by obtaining whatever it 
craved. 
He thought he would have 


Naboth's vineyard for himself, but he 
had hardly time to walk through It 
before his title thereto was disputed 
by the Lord God and In such a way 
that the spot afterwards must have 
seemed to him as a place of. blood. 
We are not told what was finally done 
with the vineyard, but we are In- 
clined to believe that it was allowed 
to He fallow, as-nobody probably cared 
to cultivate or eat of. the fruit. 


Had AhaL not lain flown In a. sul- 


len mood, angry at the refusal of Na- 
both to part with the vineyard, but 
had given right thought as to how he 
might acquire the 
property 
legiti- 


mately, it Is possible the owner might 
have been influenced to part with it 
despite the ancestral law ln>regard to 
inheritances. But for his anger Ah;h> 
might have computed the number of 
years he would be permitted to hold 
the land until the Jubilee year ana 
furthermore he might have been led 
to consider the number of-years lie 
had probably to live. 
(We may as- 


sume that he did not live more than 
three years after the vineyard inci- 
dent.)

t both would have consented to give

Tna 


Zldonians were 
a. 
powerful people, 


and Ahab's union with the daughter 
of their ruler might have brought him. 
honor and prestige had the Zldonlans 
and their king not been idol worship- 
ers. 
Concerning the 
marriage of 


Ahab and 
Jezebel 
the 
bible says: 


"And Ahab, the son of Omrl, did evil 
in the sight of the Lord above all that 
were before him. And It came to pass, 
as if it had been a light thing for 
him to walk In the sins of Jeroboam, 
the son of Nebat. that he took to wlta 
Jezebel, the daughter ot Ethbaal, kins 
of the Zidonians, and went and served 
Baal and worshiped him." 
(I. Kin»s 


16:30,31.) 
AJiab built a temple to 


Baal, and set aside a grove In -which. 
(.do! worship in Its 
most licentious 


form was carried on. It was said that 
Ahab did more to provoke the Lord 
God than all the kings of'Israel who 
went before him. There is no doubt 
that his wickedness was much the ra- 
sult of his'alliance with Jezebel- Mar- 
riage mars or make* a man. The du- 
plicity and falsehood of Ahab's quesn 
remained wth her to the end,'to the 
last day of her life when, with paint- 
ed face and a tiara of Jewels on' hsr 
head, she gazed through the latticed 
window upon the coming of Jehu, tha 
newly anointed'king of Israel. 
This 


woman of evil life had the terribl9 
end which generally closes a career of 
unrepented sin. Jehu on seeing her 
ordered that'she be thrown from tho 
window, and his command was. obey- 
ed; her blood was sprinkled on the 
wall and her body trodden by horses 
and her'flesh eaten by dogs, so that 
nothing was left save the skull and 
feet and hands, and these were fath- 
ered up and buried "because she wa» 
a'king's daughter." 


What to Learn From the tenon. 
We can learn much from the lesson 


of Ahab and 
Jezebel. 
We 
should 


keep away from evil Influences ana 
ba companions. Had Ahad not ailed 
himself 
with . Jezebel 
and 
turned 


away from the. worship ot true God 
his life would have'been different. He 
was weak and his wife was strong^in 
evil, therefore she exercised an evil 
influence over him. We should^'nevar 
enter upon falsehood and deceit, for 


• even in this world, these vices bring 
their own . punishment. Sooner' or 
later 'they are discovered, and those 
who practice them are scorned and 
shunned by all who are upright. We 
must be careful not to seek revenge 
for real 
or' fancied 
wrongs. 
Some 


may reckon revenge sweet, but they 
will find themselves sadly mistaken.

The people of Indiana have voted

"It Is the right of every American," 


he says, "to make his own fight. The 
strong man will rise, the weak man 
must go down.

You find the Governor in a huge, 


brightly lighted office, seated at a big, 
fiat-topped, telephone equipped desk.

He waited at his desk, watching 


me with quiet, alert eyes, and the 
distance from'the door gave him time 
enough ,to size up his visitor.' He 
rose to offer a cordial handclasp and 
welcome when I reached his desk, 
still -with his shrewd eyes appraising 
me. 
Marshall is short, slender, but 


gracefully built and in good propor- 
tion, alert and nervously active- in 
his movements. His head has a large 
top and forehead, with something like 
a mop of silvery gray hair—hair that 
looks very 'fine and soft.

head and his delicate, well shaped 
features are marked with fine lines 
indicating nervous 
force,

Thomas R. Marshall first shot into 


national attention by beating Repre- 
sentative James Watson for governor 
of Indiana in 1SOS, the Taft presidential 
year. "Jim" "Watson was chief of staff 
for the Fairbanks political machine at 
home and something like an adjutant- 
general for Speaker 
Cannon in the 


house. The local issue was county op- 
tion against municipal local option. 
Marshall backed the latter. Benjamin 
F. Shlvely was elected to succeed Sen- 
ator Hem en way. 


Last fail Marshall won again, and 


again he stood for municipal local op- 
tion. Marshall carried the Indiana leg- 
islature, too, against the senatorial 
candidacy of Beveridgre, backed by 
Roosevelt on the Indiana stump. To 
do this Marshall had to force the state 
democratic convention to indorse a 
senatorial 
candidate, John Wl Kern, 


since elected. This meant beating Tom 
Taggart, the powerful Indiana demo- 
cratic boss, who was a candidate him- 
self. As the knockout hit him Taggart 
rose in the convention and cried cheer- 
fully, "There goes Tom Tag;art's ma- 
chine on the scrap heap." 


The Indiana republican machine lies 


'- on the same scrap heap. 


Indiana voters expect Marshall to put 


all the machines en the scrap heap. 


:- political, corporation or otherwise. His 


position on the liquor Issue has helped 
him win. but his real issue? arc broad- 
er ones, reaching flown to the founda- 
tion of government. He explained that 


message: 


"I recommend the amendment of the 


county local option law to make incor- 
porated cities, towns and townships 
the unit of election.

produced blind tigers, disregard of law 
and perjury. 
The possession of one 


virtue does not ma'ke n perfect man or 
a good citizen. The unit of reform or 
regeneration is the individual man. 
This regeneration must be accomp- 
lished through a higher law than the 
state can enact." 


The governor, explaining that when 


the slate gives local "self-government 
of the liquor traffic, it owes the citi- 
zens the strict regulation of the.busi- 
ness, says: "t want you to make 'dry' 
territory 
'dry.1 " 
He recommends 


stringent new laws "to strengthen the 
license law, divorce the saloon from 
the brewery. Increase the license fee 
and bond of the licensee, limit the num. 
bpr of saloons, increase the • penalties 
and to provide for a suspension of li- 
cense on a second violation and com- 
plete-revocation on the third." 


Naturaly I began my probe of Gov. 


Marshall with an effort to 
collect 


picturesque details of his life and be- 
ginnings. It was then he declared that 
he had "never split rails." 


"My 
life has 
been commonplace 


enough," he said, "without any very 
critical or exciting periods except in 
the case of my great disappointment. 
I 'thought I wag intended to be a news- 
paper man, and I think so now,' for 
that matter. I tried it for a week in a 
Kansas town, and then they drained 
the reservoir. 
The bodies of- six ne- 


groes came to light. When they told 
me not to grow excited over this ob- 
vious result of a little scrimmage I 
packed up, came back to Indiana, and 
began the study of law. 


"Yes, my people were Virginia Mar- 


shals," the governor answered the ob- 
vious, question. "Thomas Marshall, a 
planter, freed his slaves in Liberty, 
.Va., at the same^ime John Randolph, 
of Roanoke did. He had to move then, 
for he couldn't make a living there 
without slaves. He emigrated to Mar- 
ion, Ind. 
He and 
my father 
were' 


Douglas democrats, Union democrats. 
My earliest recollection is of a hurried 
crossing of the Mississippi river at 
night to escape the Jayhawlters. ^We 
had moved to Osawatomie In some sort 
ot land speculation, but the slavery is- 
sue dominated, business in those days, 
and we left as I said, hastily, and fin- 
ished.our flight by night. 


"We were never poor nor very rich 


•and I can't claim credit for suffering 


fashioned Presbyterian institution then, 
over whPh CXcu Mills, of Dartmouth, 
the found.'-, of the Indiana common 
school system, presided. He was a re- 
publican In politics, but he put strong 
emphasis on drilling- the principles and 
history of the republic's foundation in- 
to us. We were educated on the old 
classical lines generally, ancient lan- 
guages, the stilfest mathematics and 
philosophy. We studied the Federalist, 
the State papers, Gibbon, Maeaulay, 
Hume and similar authors. We had to 
become familiar with the- great Ameri- 
can law cases, the Dred Scott decision, 
and the Dartmouth college case, for in- 
stance. That was the sort of drill to 
fit men to take part In affairs as Amer- 
ican cllzens, as I look back on it. I 
wish our mudern colleges would show 
more of a disposition to put their stu- 
dents cracking the hard nuts of prob- 
lems wo did. 


How He Came to Bo Governor. 


"Our family seems to have run to 


wind"—the governor said this with a 
grin—"and so I became a lawyer. That 
same family disposition Jt was that 
tempted me to the stump, and Into poli- 
tics. 
The only bouquet I can really 


throw at myself, which I feel I have a 
right to throw, is as a trial lawyer. 
That has been my quiet career. I can 
land on my fee£ in the courtroom, note 
an exception and talk to a jury. I have 
been successful at this, and it gave ma 
such reputation as I may have had 
when I ran first for governor. 
A trial 


lawyer, I may say, has this one advant- 
age if he goes on the political stump. 
He Is practised in an appeal !o the 
jury, and if you can reach the heart of 
one man, or the hearts of one jury, you 
can reach the hearts of the people. 


"What started my first boom for 


governor? An odd thing. In 1896 the 
Twelfth district democrats pressed me 
to run for confess. I said: 
'I don't 


want any political office, ever, unless 
I can be governor of the state.' The 
Fort Wayne Journal-Gazette dug up 
this forgottan remark and quoted it 
when booms were beginning to sprout 
before the 1908 convention. It proved 
to be a sort of match-to the powder, 
lor my friends rose and nominated 
me." 


As the governor talked- he played 


with things from his desk, or folded 
his hands around his knees, .or leaned 
forward and emphasized his words 
with a- tapping pencil on his desk. Al- 
ways he looked me In the- eyes and his 
mobile face was eloquent with expres- 
sion. Before he flniblied his story and 
his argument he had the interviewer 
leaning forward, too, lost to all the 
world but this fascinating talker. One 
can't reproduce the atmogpherft he cre- 
ated. 


"Of course I- like campaigning," he 


declared. 
"The real joy of it lies in 


the fact that my wife campaigns with 
me, Mrs. Marshall Is one of those rare 
women"—and the governor's face lit 
up like that of a boy lover speaking 
of his first sweetheart—"Mrs. Marshall 
is one of those rare women who can 
adapt themselves to every condition. 
I made 169 speeches in one campaign, 
each an hour long, and I had to cover 
the state in doing that. 
She covered

Marshall has a sense of hu- 
mor, too. He is willing to ten a good 
story even

again himself. 
"Once somebody sent 


me a rheumatism cure," so begins a 
favorite of his. "I took one bottle, then 
twelve, got rid of my rheumatism, and 
thoughtlessly tola about it. 
At this 


point my troubles began. 
Everybody 


wanted to try that medicine, it seemed 
to me. I had never realized how much 
rheumatism existed. 
I really didn't 


know, either, from what source that 
medicine came. 


"Finally I hunted up the miracle- 


worker on rheumatism. I found an old 
soldier, very poor, -who knew absolutely 
nothing of medicine. He had mixed a 
dozen prescriptions, haphazzard, ap- 
parently. I nearly -went broke buying 
that medicine to present to my friends, 
to whom I had bragged of it, and it 
never affected another cure that I could 
hear of. My case remains the only one 
successfully treated. I defy any physi- 
cian or scientist to explain why that 
medicine cured me." 


Effeetiv* on the Stump. 


Pink, a cat, was one of Gov. Mar- 


shall's idosyncrasles when he became 
governor. He brought the cat in a bas- 
ket in his own hands to Indianapolis. 
Pink would obey no one but the gov- 
ernor. 
Pink neglected to obey him 


one night when he called his pet to 
come in, and that night a dog killed 
the cat. People who love pets will ap- 
preciate the domestic tragedy this was. 


As governor and on the stump Mar- 


shall has a trick of dry, shrewed say- 
ings that impress and tickle Indiana. 
He began his inaugural message this 
winter with the following advice to 
the lawmakers: 


"It is not unlawful for you to hold 


private conferences, but it is inexpedi- 
ent. If you are wise you will avoid the 
appearance of evil. Beware of the man 
who wishes to show you a good time 
the day after he has been introduced to 
you. 
He has an ax to grind and ne 


intends to chop his own wood with it. 
There is no money in honest public 
service. 
He who flies high in office 


has some one holding -the string to his 
kite. 
Beware of the high flyer. By 


way of warning, Jet me surest that 
your constitutional Immunity from ar- 
rest does not mean that bribery shall 
gq unpunished. If personal interest ,^e 
permitted to thwart the public will, you 
will be justly condemned. It log-roll- 
ing and swappin? ot votes be allowed 
to pass pet measures, you will be 
charged very justly w.ith being spoils- 
men rather than legislators. Your suc- 
cess or failure will be measured by the 
standard of whether you wisely enact 
leg-Motion for the 
interests 
of 
the 


whole citizenship of this state." 


Reverts Founders of tho Republic. 
In an interview, though, Gov. Mar- 


shall likea to go back of present dny 
conditions and talk abstract 
govern- 


ment. He worships the founders of t'.T- 
republic. nn<! their precedents arc: sa- 
cred in his eyes, at least theoretically. 


"Of course. I consider the 
fathers 


who organized the nation much super- 
ior to any men we have today." he 
Mid in answer to a puzzled question 
"Our so-called .statesmen and 
politi- 


cians are pigmies compared v.-ith them. 
They were educated, broad, traveled, 
experienced men. They had 
studied 


along the cla.^jica.1 lines 1 have de- 
scribed. They knew the history of tho 
world, up to their time, and the weak- 
ness and strength of all the govern- 
ments that had risen and fallen or that 
then existed. 
Their final compromise 


of their O'-vn disputed, strongly held 
theories made our republic weak in its 
guaranteed power? but strong in the 
inherent risthts it srunrantcod mankind. 
The strength rf ihc United States must 
rest on the individual. 


"Theoretically, to slate an extreme 


case. I don't believe the people should 
have any more hand in electing a presi- 
dent than those forefathers of ours in- 
tended. They meant that the best ele- 
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ment of the country's citizenship should 
bo chosen from the people to pick a 
president, and that this college of elec- 
tors should be unhampered in Its 
choice. Conditions arose, 
of course, 


before which "its theory of the best 
method of choosing presidents had to 
go down. When the civil war struggle 
tried us ao severely other theories of 
our government had to give -way to 
some extent. 


"It is possible, that modern Industrial 


conditions may compel other modifica- 
tions, but I do not think they will.ever 
be material, at least not in operation. 
The recall? it is right, and then it 
isn't, unless it develops that it will 
never be, more than a handy bogie man. 
I don't believe the initiative and refer- 
endum will ever be any more than that. 


"I don't believe that the public, .under 


the stress of great indignation over a 
great crime can inflict adequate pun- 
ishment that is justice. I believe in 
the cheks and balances put' in our gov- 
ernment machinery by the founders. 
The individual most have his guaran- 
teed right to life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness maintained, against 
unjust governing as against unjust 
punishment. If I have had any reason- 
able success as governor its has been 
because I have tried to recognize the 
rights of the minority. 


"The executive's part in government 


is worth study, right now. President 
'Taft is in trouble because he has his 
bills, the Taft bills,, before congress. 
An administration should not present 
bills, but principles, to the legislative 
body. The governor of Indiana has no 
bills pending before 
the 
legislature, 


but recommendations Insteadi 
There 


will be no need of legislative bodies if 
the executives are to usurp the legisla- 
tive power. Here lies the theory of our 
government 
which 
the 
forefathers 


sought to have preserved and guarded. 


"Reform Work Mut be Local." 


"This Is to the advantage of the ex- 


ecutive in his proper 
function. 
He 


should be free as the wind. I never in 
my life made a man the promise of an 
office as a condition on which he was 
to act. The man who approached me 
with the proposition of a reward as a 
condition of support I should ask to 
vote against me and my measures. 


"Of course there (ye 
many good, 


things we can't get under this system 
of ours. It reminds me of thfc old Pres- 
byterian elder who was brought up on 
discipline for getting tl-runk on a trip 
to New York city. 


'"I have served the Lord for forty 


years.' was his defense, 'and I was en- 
titled to a. day off.' 


"Wo must not turn to the general 


government to accomplish domestic Im- 
provements. Our work in reforming 
conditions and In constructive 
effort 


must be done locally. The one thing' 
that sets me crazy is 'New National- 
ism,' a negation of all the principles' 
on which the government was organ- 
ized, an effort to wipe out state lines, 
an attack on the rights of the individ- 
ual, an attempt to establish a federal 
autocracy. 
But we need not fear, I' 


think, that any conditions we can «v«r 
face wUl demand that we surrender, 
our theory of government far enough 
to submit to that." 


On pending issues Gov. Marshall 


Speaks tho vernacular. 


"If you want to bust a. trust, frt ft. 


lawyer," he advises, "and put some fel- 
low in the penitentiary.

Process Attends Removal of Electric Uno Poles Which • £ 


Have. Hr-en SOHW of Con n-ntlon for Several Years —Work I'

The work nf removing frnm Spy Run ' 


avenue HIP jiole.s of ihp Kort U'aync i 
and \Vabash Valley Traction company, 
•which havo supported the main fetrl 
wires of the 
company 
for

years, and which was started Monday, 
has progressed rapidly all we.^k and by 
tonig-ht the List of the fifty-two poles, 
which llnof] ih,; avenue from Ihe Cent- 
llvre brewery to the St. Mary's river 
bridge, will be down and ready to cart 
away. 


The task of removinjs the poles is in 


charge of F. C. Martin, who stated 
to The Sentinel that it is the worst Job 
the construction gang has hail for a 
year, ns the men are compelled to work 
In the slush and mud, whic.h covers 
the street a foot deep and offers a seri- 
ous obstacle to rnpid work, hut despite 
handicap of the mud and weather, the 
job has progressed as rapidly as any 
similar one over undertaken. 


Process is Interesting. 


The manner in which the poles, bur- 


ied from seven to Plpven feet deep In 
the ground, -some 
of them 
fifty-five 


feet Ions, sire removed is an interesting 
process and imivtrts the attention of 
a 
Rood 
many 
people,'who stop and 


watch the process for half an hour 
without g-ivir-s a thought to the flig-ht 
of time. 
The poles are drawn out" of 


the ground by means 
of a derrick 


mounted on a wason, operated by a 
windlass turned by two of. the men. and 
the length of time take to'remove a. 
pole is generally about twenty- minutes 
after the derrick chain is attached to 
the pole, though while this work was 
being witnessed by The Sentinel the 
men removed a fifty-five foot pole in 
six minutes after attaching the chain. 
The entire operation 
of moving the 


derrick wagon from another hole, fix- 
ing the chain, until the removal of 
the pole was in record breaking time, 
consuming only twenty-two niimites. 
The derrick slov.-y draws the pole out 
of the hole, which has been dug to a 
depth of about four feet in order to 
loosen the pole, and when the end is 
above ground it is slowly lowered by 
guy ropes and drawn away to one side 
by a team, and the derrick is moved on 
to the next pole. As soon as the der- 


-k Is taken away a wagon filleed with 


rick la taken away a wagon filled with 
dirt nearly t0 the top and then cinders 
poured In, In order 
to prepare 
the 


ground for pavlns the avenue, which 
will commence this spring. 


The smaller thirty-font'poles are re- 


moved without the aid of a derrick a 
jack being used to raise them from the 
ground, while two nf the construction 
gang keep them from falling by means 
of pike poles. Two gangs are at work 
al! the time, one removing the small 
polee, and one removing the larger 
poles with the derrick. Although the 
poles which are being removed have 
been standing for eighteen years the 
ends buried In the ground show scarce- 
ly any signs of rotting, and the poles 
are practlcnlly as good as when put up 
and will In nil probability be 
used 


again, according to Mr. Martin.
